ROMANCE IN POSTAGE. 
STAMPS. 


AN AMERICAN STUDY. 


ALTHOUGH written by an American, 
wnd first published in New York, this 


‘book—vwith its sub-title “ World Romance 
and Adventure, as told by Postage 
Stamps’’—has attractions for hosts of 
readers outside the ranks of stamp 
collectors. It is not even a history of 
stamps, nor is it a catalogue. The stamps 
are the groundwork ; the su ure is 
a fascinating medley of historical fact 
and pleasant fiction, narrated in vivid 
language, and illustrated with a wealth of 
anecdote and story. It pictures great and 
unusual personalities with all the freedom 
of the historical novelist, and at the same 
time details the brief history of postage 
stamps—they are just over 88 years old— 
with the accuracy and appreciation of an 
expert collector. Mr. Wren has little 
to learn about stamps, nothing, at least, 
that can be deduced from his book..fi He 
has displayed his wonderful knowledge on 
/nearly five hundred

That work 

has been so well 

done in the stupen- 

dous volumes of 

Stanley Gibbons that 

it leaves no room for # 

rivals. Only in one á 

chapter does Mr. 
Warren venture into 
the domain of the ex- 
traordinary prices which have been paid 
for some rare stamps; but in his lists he 
has touched nothing which brings less 
than £200. The historical pageant of the 
author is crowded with stories of romance 
and picturesque incidents in all the 
countries of the earth In North 
America, for instance, we are told about 
all that has led to some past United 
States Presidents being presented on 
postage labels and others ignored; of the 
only Catholic, a lady (John Tyler’s second 
wife) who ever resided in the White 
House; of South America, among nfány 
other incidents, of where an _ Irish 
merchant headed the Argentine Navy; of 
Europe, how a printer’s error created 
Napoleon III. ; of Asia, when the Dutch, 
by defeating England, ‘“‘kicked the 
British into possession of an Indian 
Empire’’; of Africa, where savage negro 
tribesmen walked a thousand miles through 
jungles to carry the body of an explorer 
back to civilisation ; and of Australia, the 
romance oí England’s ‘ accidental 
Continent ’’ from the days of Cook till the 
Great War. 

This is a brief glance only At the ‘his- 
torical background. In the foreground is 
the postage stamp and all that it stands 
for—the benefits it has represented since 
1840 of cheap and rapid communication 
all over the world, the historical changes 
and revolutions it has depicted in its 
pictorial designs, or the proclamation to 
the world of counter occupations and 
industries and products faithfully por- 
trayed by the artists, who lavished their 
best skill on these little pictures. In 
recent years zoology has found a large 
place in stamp designs. This popular 
subject was first selected by the people 
who decided that a Beaver should adorn 
the first threepenny stamp of Canada, and 
from 1851 to the present day there has 
been a long procession of birds, beasts 
and fishes, which are unsurpassed for 
pictorial beauty. Significance in design 
was never overlooked. The most remark- 
able example of this is in the stamps of 
the Cape of Good Hope. Here the emble- 
matical figure of Hope, designed by Mr. 
Charles Bell, is represented as reclining 
with her hand resting on the anchor: «As 
years go on Hope becomes a seated figure 
surrounded by the grape vine branch and 
a ram by her side, all indicative of in- 
dustry. Then in 1893 Hope becomes a 
standing figure, with a view of Table Bay, 
showing the Mountain, the Lion, and the 
Devil’s Peak. 

* * ° * * 

We are gettin away from the 
sequence of Mr. Warren’s book. The 
chapter which deals with the introduction 
of penny postage and the designing and 
manufacture of the first penny stamp is 
entitled: ‘‘ England begins an Empire: 
adventurers lay the ground-work in the 
West for the domain on which the sun 
never sets.” “ The second largest and 
most extended business enterprise main- 
tained by any of the world’s Governments 
is the consolidated postal service of the 
British Empire. The land area is fifty- 
five million square miles, and more than 
a quarter of this flies the British flag or 
its colonial variants.’’ In these words 
Mr. Warren introduces the period when 
penny postage was first mooted. At that 
time a sealed letter sheet cost fifteen- 
pence to go from London to Cork, two 
shillings and a penny from London to 
New York, and so on. Queen Victoria 
is just twenty - years and seven 
months old when the great reform of 
Rowland Hill 1s introduced. Upon the 
first adhesive postage stamp ever issued 
by any nation is represented the diademed 
head of this young and regal girl-queen. 
A roughly sketched design by Rowland 
Hill served as a model for the borders, 
values and portrait positions of two 
stamps worked up by Henry Corbould 
and engraved by Frederick Heath. The 
portrait of the young Queen originated on 
a medal by William Wryon, issued to 
commemorate the first official visit of the 
Queen to the municipality of the City of 
London. “' Despite eighty-seven years of 
advances in art engraving and printing,”’ 
says Mr. Warren, “ these Victorian 
images continue to rank among the 
world’s most beautiful postal labels. 
The introduction of this cheap penny ppst 
accomplished one of the greatest advantes 
in the civilisation of our times and 
enabled the ruler of the British Empire 
to become the most widely depicted 
woman in the world.” This youthful 
portrait of Queen Victoria, which the 
author praises so justly, was retained til] 
the close of her long reign. Of the un- 
paralleled number of three thousand 
different postage stamps on which the 
Sovereign was depicted during the longest 
reign, only in a few cases—notably 
Canada—was she represented as other 
than twenty years of age. Nor did the 
stamp bear the name or any indication of 
the country of origin. It was simply 
‘* Postage ’’ on the top and “ One Penny” 
on the bottom label. Nor to this day 
has any British stamp borne the name of 
the Empire.

The first penny stamp, as became its 
dignified place as the pioneer of thon- 
sands of successors, was line-engraved and 
printed in black from steel plates. The 
contract for engraving and making the 
plates and printing the sheets was given 
to the great firm of Perkins, Bacon and 
Co., of London, who held then the same 
distinguished position which they occupy 
to-day in the world of bank note and bond 
production from engraved plates. The 
work of making the plates, printing and 
gumming the sheets and, later, perforat- 
ing them, remained in the hands of the 
firm for just forty years, and during that 
time they printed of the penny stamp 
alone no less than four billions eight 
hundred millions. Other line-engraved 
stamps for three-halfpence and three ~ 
had been designed and produced by 
Perkins Bacon after the penny and two- 
pence had long pursued their popular 
career, and surface printed stamps of 
other values had been authorised and 
issued. With these we are not concerned.

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á he little book will enable the student 

of politics to inform himself as to 
the ambitions of Poland since the signing 
of the Treaty of Versailles.

Here are published the views of four 
representative Polish statesmen who hold

á Ac homely humour which abounds in 
the stories making up this volume 
should make it one of the best selling 
books of the season, not only in Ulster, 
but all over Ireland. The writer, who 
hides his identity under the pen-name of 
Mat Mulcaghey, not only can see under the 
surface of things in the every-day life of 
the Ulster peasant, but he can make his 
reader share with lim in the comedy and 
frolic, the intriguing, gossiping and con- 
tending over all the sundry things, large 
and small, that make up the warp and 
woof of life. 

Not only the native humour, but the 
quaintness of expression which the stories 
possess, gives them an interest; for the 
Ulster vernacular, however some may 
scoff at it, has a remarkable power for 
satirical and ironical allusion. Though 
the stories are all concerned with rural 
life in County Tyrone, ‘‘ Ballymulcaghy,”’ 
and the doings and discussions of its 
denizens may be substituted for any other 
place in U Ister.

MR. WELLS’S NEW NOVEL. 


(Published To-day.) 
HE reviewer must state frankly that 
he opened “Mr. Blettsworthy on 
Rampole Island ” with no very high ex- 
pectations. Mr. H. G. Wells's previous 
novel, “Meanwhile,” probably was the 
worst novel published in 1927; and, in- 
deed, almost all the fiction that he has 
written since the war has been mere 
“talky-talky’’—as the Chinese say— 
and not very good “talky-talky”’ 
at that. “Mr. Blettsworthy” is a 
wonderful change. It is a return 
to story-telling, and it easily is the 
best thing that the author has done since 
“Mr. Polly.’’ Mr. Wells has recovered 
his long-lost gift of terse and vivid narra- 
tive. Mr. Blettsworthy’s adventures at 
sea, among the cannibals and in the Great 
War. of course, are a satire on modern 
society ; but, for the most part, the satire 
is not allowed to disturb the fable. Only 
occasionally are we irritated by the 
author’s arguments about theology and 
the idea of progress. The characters live, 
and they adorn the tale as well as pointing 
to the moral. The murderous sea-captain 
has a sort of night-mare reality, and the 
war chapters are a brilliant piece of 
imaginative writing. The narrative takes 
a somewhat unexpected turn, and begins 
to look like a Freudian version of “Robin- 
son Crusoe,’’ but Mr. Blettsworthy fully 

retains our interest to the end.

There “was an exactly similar conflict a 
centufy aco when Lord William Bentinck, 
one of the most prudent and enlightened 
Ravienare-Ceneral ever suteusted with 
Indian administration, .faced the formid- 
able task of securing™t're ‘abolition of 
“Sati” or ‘‘ Suttee,”’ the inhuman 
practice of widow-burning, or burying— 
a native custom, sanctioned. alike. by 
religiah and thé usave of centuries. 

The úifliculties of Lord Bentinck’s 
_positiom were tremendous. It was not 
merelyera case of attackitrg what had 
become a cardinal] article of Hindoo faith 
and principle, but of staking upon the 
issue, in the words of Lord Bentinck 
himself, “the very safety of the British 
Empiré in India.” There wasl the added 
risk of extinguishing “ at once all hopes 
of those great improvéments—affecting the’ 
condition, not of hundreds and thousands, 
but of millions—which can only he 
expected from the continuance of» our 
supremacy.”’ 


DRUGGED VICTIMS. 


The*broad lines of early British policy 
had been laid down by the East India 
Company, who were emphatic in their 
insistence that the customs and religions 
prejudices of the natives should be 
scruptiously respected. Nevertheless, no 
enlightened conscience could contemplate 
without horror the spectacle of the con- 
signmént, year after year, of hundreds of 
innocent victims to a fate so cruel. 

The voluntary immolations prompted by 
mistaken ideas of conjugal duty or 
affection, and backed by the potent force 
of a frénsied popular belief. which exalted 
those Who performed the ‘‘ Sati ” as model 
wives and paragons of virtue, was 
abhorrent enough to civilised minds; but 
British public feeling was intensified by 
the abuses which notoriously made the 
rites frequently ‘‘subservient to views of 
personal interest on the part of the other 
members of the family.’’ It was the know- 
ledge that advantage was frequently taken 
of a savage superstition for ulterior 
purposes—that the sacrifices in many 
cases were not voluntary, and that the 
victims were only rendered capable of 
playing their parts by the use of drugs— 
that gave to the movement for the 
abolition of ‘‘Sati’’ its real driving- 
power. 

The-Marquis of Wellesley had sought to 
apply restrictive measures about 1805. 
only to meet with indecision on the part of 
the Nizdmat Adalat, and inertness so far 
as the British Government was concerned. 
Eight years later Lord Munto issued 
circular instructions which changed the 
attitude of British officials ‘from that of 
Yigid abstention from interference to 
partial control. Their consent was, in 
fact, made essential to the performance of 
the vite. The object was to prevent abuse 
and to discourage the practice by bringing 
it under direct public observation; but, 
as a matter of fact, the straiyg,imposed 
upon the sympathies of tlhe public proved 
greater than could be borne; and, as a 
result, partly of official laxity, and partly 
of native ingenuity in the evasion of 
regulations . the nunber otf ‘ Satis’’ 
showed a substantial increase. 


“A STAGGERING REVELATION.” 


A return made to Parliament on the 
subject in 1821 came to the public as a 
staggering revelation. . It indicated that 
the number of Hindoo widows who were. 
burned or buried alive with their 
husbands in the same number of districts 
was, in 1815, 378; in 1816, 442; in 1817, 
709 ; and in 1818, 839. For the ten years 
before 1828 the average did not fall below 
600... It would be needlessly harrowing to 
dwel] upon the distressing scenes and 
heart-piercing agonies to which these 
terrible sacrifices gave rise. In the Lower 
Provinces. the superstition was most 
strongly entrenched, and Lord Bentinck 
had no hesitation in describing it as “a 
foul stain upon British rule.” 

Previews Indian rulers» like Lord 
Hastings, though sensible enough of the 
outrage against humanity which continued 
toleration of the system invélved, had 
hesitated to adopt suppressive measures 
for fear of the disturbing effects that 
might be produced upon the Bengal native 
army. Lord William Bentinck, as a 
former Governor of Madras, had a bitter 
personat experience, in the mutiny of 
Vellore, of the dreadful consequences of 
a supposed violation of religious customs 
upon the minds of the native population 
and soldiery. His predecessor’s expressed 
“apprehension of evils, infinitely greater 
than those arising from the existence of 
the practice,” confronted him with all the 
fearful and impressive significance of a 
sort of writing on the wall. 


MULTIPLIED MURDER. 


He was, however, a man of courage and 
conviction, and he did not falter. In the 
famous minute which he prepared, 
summarising his own views and the 
evidence that he had collected, he lays bare 
his own soul: “I should be guilty of little 
short of the crime of multiplied murder, 
he says, “if I could hesitate in the per- 
formance of this solemn obligation. I 
have been already stung with this feeling. 
Every day’s delay adds a victim to the 
dreadful list which might, perhaps, have 
been prevented by. a more early sub- 
mission of the present question.”’ 

The knell of “ Sati” was really struck 
in 1828 when the Nizdmat Adalat 
recorded the opinion of four out of the 
five judges that its immediate abolition 
was desirable. It is impossible to 
dissociate the changed attitude of the 
Nizamat Adalat, the supreme nationa! 
judicia] tribunal, from a growing mani- 
festation of altered sentiment on the part 
of educated Indian opinion. However 
that may be, Lord Bentinck was quick to 
seize the opportunity offered to him, and 
he pushed "his scheme for abolition with 
all the energy at his command, 

The official regulation decreeing the 
abolition of “Sati’’ was published within 


a year of the Nizdmat Adalat’s verdict in: 


the Calculta Government Gazette. It 
bore the date December 4th, 1829, and 
declared “ the practice of ‘Sati’; or of 
burning or burying alive the widows of 
Hindus, illegal and punishable by the 
Criminal Courts.” 

The decision was not allowed to pass 
unchallenged. There were several dis- 
turbances in Bengal, and a test case was 
submitted to the Privy Council in- London, 
while petitions were presented to the King 
protesting that “ the abolition of ‘Sati ’ 
was an infraction of rights of the people 
of India-which we had pledged ourselves 
to protect.” Supported, as it was, by the 
best Indian opinion, the regulation was 
successfully ‘vindicated, and the petition

Belfast Transport War. 


The citizens of Belfast are waiting 
eagerly for the next move in their trans- 
port war. The omnibus companies cpened 
the campaign neariy three months ago by 
invading the city streets where the tram- 
way system had enjoyed a monopoly for 
years. In July the maximum tramway 
fare. was reduced from threepence to two- 
nence, and the penny stages were recast. 
This was followed almost immediately by 
a twopenny-all-the-way ‘bus fare, and a 
new scale of penny stages, in comparison 
with which the tramway stages seemed 
almost ridicuously short. These changes 
have left the rivals with smaller receipts. 
and virtually no change in the number of 
passengers carried by each. Obviously, 
the next move lies with the Tramways 
Committee, and I am informed that it will 
take the shape of largely extended penny 
stages—unless the new general manager, 
Mr, Chamberlain, can devise some plan 
which will be more effective and more 
economical. The profits of the ’bus com- 
panies during the, first few weeks of the 
campaign averaged, about thirteenpence 4 
mile; so it seems as if thev still have a 
substantial margin with which to meet 
competition. 


Free Travelling. 


The sharpest transport war ever waged 
in these islands took place a Jittle over a 
century ago, when steamers replaced sail- 
ing Ships on the cross-Channel services. 
In 1824 there was a regular steamship 
service between Livernool and Glasgow 
and from Glasgow to Belfast. New steam- 
ship companies sprang up rapidly, and 
the rivalry was intense, A rate war 
between two companies running from 
Livérpool to Belfast ended in one company 
carrying passengers at threepence a head, 
while another company that ran to Water- 
ford offered to carry people free.

A Missing Ballet. 


I hear that the accounts of this year’s 
Tailteann festival are expected to show a 
substantia] balance to credit when every- 
thing is made up. Certain enterprises 
which proved expensive at the first 
festival were left out this year. In pre- 
paration for the next festival, in 1931, a 
sort of ‘‘ continuation committee ” has 
been appointed, with Mr. Laurence Wick- 
ham as chairman. This committee will 
make immediate note of complaints and 
suggestions arising out of this year’s 
experience, with a view to better manage- 
ment in various departments next time. 

The art section did unexpectedly well, 
not only in maintaining the cultural 
aspect of the festival, but also in actual 
revenue-production. In the music section, 
nothing so ambitious as the operatic pro- 
ductions of 1924 was attempted this time. 
Incidentally, many people are wondering 
what happened to the Abbey Theatre 
directors’ proposal to produce an Irish 
ballet during the Tailteann time. A 
prize of £50 was offered for the best 
scenario and score, with the important 
additional inducement of the promise of 
production. 

Nothing has been heard of the ballet, 
and no award has been announced. Irish 
composers do not keep ballet-scores lying 
about in readiness for offers like that, 
and if any of them entered for the prize, 
the work must have been undertaken 
specially and (in view of the time-limit) 
at the sacrifice of other work. I myself 
heard one composer being urged by a 
director of the Abbey to enter a work, and 
details of the theatre’s requirements were 
supplied to him with that object. 


Arts agd Crafts. 


I was surprised to learn yesterday that 
almost two thousand persons have visited 
the exhibition of arts and crafts organised 
in connection with Aonach Tailteann. 
There have been visitors from Germany, 
France, and Holland, but the larger 
numbers, apart from our own folk, have 
hailed from America, Australia, and Eng 
land. Many have expressed’ their 
appreciation of the exhibits, particularly 
those of furniture and various examples 
of craft work. 

A salient feature of the exhibition, I 
am told, was the interest displayed in 
the exhibits by the class of people known 
as “country cousins.” For the influence 
it must have had on the development. of 
artistic taste in this class the Committe» 
feel that the necessary expenditure of 
time and money has been justified.

THE DISTURBING FACTOR. 


SUNSPOTS. 


(By “J. P.”) 


MAx® people declare that speculation, 

as practised by the ancient 
Greeks, is now, in this age of bustle and 
worry, defunct. However, one subject 
still. remains—namely, the weather. 
Science has not yet found the secret; so 
we may allow the imagination full play. 

It will be admitted by most that the 
weather is not what it was. Now for a bit 
of speculation as to why it is not. Let us 
try to analyse what is wrong. We cannot 
say that we have had excessive rainfall, 
deficient sunshine, or abnormal] tempéra- 
tures. No! The weather is unsettled ; 
we never know from one hour to the next 
whether we are going to be swamped or 
scorched. | 

When we hear that a depression has 
been sighted off our coasts we may expect 
unsettled weather. In fact, unsettled 
weather and depressions are abmost 
synonymous terms. An anticyclone means 
settled weather. We, therefore, attribute 
our unsettled weather to an excess of de- 
pressions—which brings us to the origin 
of depressions. 

Round the polar ice-cap we have an 
almost continuous flow of cold polar air, 
moving from East to West. In the com- 
paratively warm Atlantic we have a flow 
from West to East. At some point, there- 
fore, we get the two currents flowing, side 
by side, in opposite directions This 
region, known as the polar air front, lies 
to the North of Iceland. The continuous 
rubbing movement makes for conditions of 
great instability. When a ' «turbance of 
the front occurs, a huge swirl of the cold 
polar air becomes detached from the main 
polar air current, and, by virtue of its 
spin, advances, like a top, through the 
warm—and, incidentally, moist—oceanie 
air. The cold polar air cools the moist 
oceanic air so much that it is no longer 
able to «ontain so much moisture, and 
rain results. Now we know -quite a 
number of things—why depressions and 
Iceland are so much associated; why 4e- 
pressions mean rain, and how depressions 
originate. 


We have very unsettled weather ; there- 
fore, we have an excessive number of de- 
pressions; therefore, the polar air front 
is in a condition of great instability. 
Quite logical so far! What is disturbing 
tee polar air front? Many theories have 
been put forward. I do not know if this 
one has been given before. It is a well- 
established fact that there is some ecn 
nection between sunspots and the weather. 
Sunspots are enormous whirls in the 
incandescent gaseous mantle of the sun. 
Electrons are being continuously ejected 
from the sun’s surface, and these sunspots 
probably act as huge concave mirrors. 
When the earth happens to lie along the 
axis—-that is, the line through the centre 
of a mirror—it receives an undue share of 
electrons. A stream of electrons is the 
same as a current of electricity which can 
be influenced by a magnet, The earth is 
a huge magnet. and such effects as the 
Aurora Berealis have been put down to 
the effect of the earth’s magnetic poles on 
streams of electrons from the sun. Why 
shoul we not include among these effects 
the abnormal] disturbance of the polar air 
front?

Mr. W. Chamberlain, the newly-appointed 
manager of the Belfast tramways, was one 
of the witnesses examined at yesterday's 
inquiry into the Belfast Corporation’s pro. | 
posed by-laws for the regulation of motor | 
‘bus. traffic. | 

Mr. Chamberlain gave particulars of the 
conditions obtaining in Leeds, and of the 
‘measures adopted there for dealing with ’bus 
traffic. He said that the net profit in Leeds 
last year was £160,000. There were trams, 
trolley "buses, and 65 petrol buses owned by 
the Corporation. There were express ’bus 
services along or adjacent to the established 
tramways, and 'bus services on certain tram- 
way routes. There were no privately owned 


though there were several hundreds coming 
into the city everv day. In Leeds the Cor- 
poration was the licensing authority, and all 
private owners wishing to operate services 
Leeds had to apply to them for a 
licence. Every applicant for a licence had to 
comply with an undertaking not to ply dor 
hire except on specified routes. is under- 
taking was framed to_protect the tramways 
and the Corporation “buses against competi- 
tion from privately-owned "buses. 

The Corporation prescribed the routes and 
the stands, and there were particular stands 
for particular routes. The effect of the ar- 
rangement was to prevent the outside omni- 
bus from traversing a particular portion of 
the City of Leeds, and to create a prohibited 

ntral area, which was absolutely closed to 

a outside "buses. One "bus service of the 
Corporation operated outside the city bound- 

rv. Transport needs in the city were sup- 
nliied by the Corporation "buses and trams. 
The “buses did not quite pay, though they 
were improving. The trams formed the finan- 


THE FARES. 

As to fares, they charged a penny a mile; 
three halfpence for two milés, with a maxi- 
mum fare of twopence to any city boundary, 
and a maximum fare of threepence to 
points outside the city boundary. On one 
route it was ten miles to the centre of the 
city, and the fare for that was threepence. 

Mr. Black—What was your policy in estab- 
lishing the maximum fare ?— The policy was 
one of cheapening, as far as possible, the 
tramway service, but very largely to enable 


housing policy. In that way the tramway 
department of Leeds worked in conjunction 
with the Improvement committee, which had 
charge of the housing. 

One of the ebjects was to develop the 
outside districts ’—To induce the people in 
our densely populated city areas to go to 
healthy parts of the city. 

The witness added that he recommended a 
similar policy in Belfast. 


Questioned by counsel as to the unrestricte { 
competition in Belfast and as to what e “ 
e 


similar competition would have in Leedf, 
said that they would be prevented from 
having a progressive policy. He knew of no 
other city where the same unrestricted com- 
petition obtained, or where the municipal 
undertaking was not bhar in some way. 
He thought that the Belfast Corporation had 
acted extremely wisely in the management of 
the tramway undertaking. They paid so 
much attention to the permanent way that 
the undertaking should now be left to de- 
velop its services. It must be protected if it 
was to have a successful future. ' 

Mr. Samuel Carlisle, acting manager of the 
Belfast Tramways, gave figures regarding the 
effect of "bus competition. He explained that 
he had taken the average car mileage receipts 
for eight weeks in July and August with 
competition in progress, and contrasted them 
with the mileage receipts for the same period 
last vear with no competition in progress. 
This showed a decline of a fraction of over 3d., 
which, if multiplied by the car mileage, gave 
the total of £94,138. There would be a 
deficit on working of £61,627. Giving the 
firial result, he said that the citizens would 
lose the surplus of £37,000 odd, plus the 
deficit of £61,627, making a to loss of 
£99,588 for the year 1927-28 if the ’bus com- 
petition were in progress all the time. 

As to fares, the ‘bus charge on the city 
services was twopence to Glengormley, « 
distance of over five miles, whereas on the 
services outside the city the charge was about 
twopence per mile. 

Obstruction on the part of "buses took place 
every day. He had himself seen ’buses 
racing for a tramway stop. They generally 
came on the off side of the tram car and 
nipped in very acutely, giving the driver of 
a train little time to pull up in order to 
avoid a collision.- In other instances he had 
seen the backs of ’buses protruding over the 
tramear track. Another form of obstruction 
was for the *buses to dash up to a stop when 
a tram was stationary and compel the pas- 
sengers to return to the footpath. ery 
often the passengers then boarded the "bus. 

The inquiry was adjourned.

A TRADE UNION PROTEST. 


At a meeting of the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board, held yesterday, a letter was 
read from the National Union of Railwaymen 
protesting against the proposal of the Great 
Southern: Railways to convert the section, 
Clonsilla to Ballinasloe, from a double line of 
rails to a single line. It was decided to send 
the letter to the directors of the Great 
Southern Railways for their comments on 
same. ; 

During the discussion of this matter, Mr. 
William Field said that, in his opinion, a 
sub-committee should be appointed to look 
into the matter to see how the interests of 
the Board were concerned. 

Mr. T. McLoughlin, who presided, said 
that the railway authorities had stated in an 
interview that they could give as good, if 
not a better, service on a single line as on 
the double. We need not fear, he said, that 
the railway directors and management are 
going to let the country down. We must look 
at it from every angle and consider the 
amount of traffic that they have to deal with. 
I think that it would be an impertinent inter- 
ference on our part to take any action in the 
matter. 

Major Hollwey said that the railway must 
take steps to economise in some direction or 
the whole system will go bankrupt. 

Mr. W. Baird said that if it was found 
that traffic was being diverted from the port 
it would be time for the Board to take action 
in the matter. We as a board have no right 
to intervene in other people’s business unless 
we see that there is likely to be some distinct 
disadvantage to the port.

Irish breeds of dog have had, on the 
whole, a steadily imptoving market in 
recent years, and they are becoming estah- 
lished well in favour with foreign buyers. 
The different breed societies in association 
with the Irish Kennel Club have placed 
them on a better basis, and the tendency 
is for the estimation won by Irish breeds 
hea nid i d for values in the case of 
animals of géod quality to rise. As much 
as £500 has been given for a pedigree dog.

EXPORT OF PEDIGREE DOGS. 

“I should explain,” said Mr. Quirk, “ that 
different breeds of dogs have their own 
clubs and. shows that specially cater for their 
particular breeds, but they are all affiliated 
to the Irish Kennel C ub, under whose 
licence all dog shows in the Free State are 
held. We have licensed in these last seven 
ears some 83 pedigree dogs for export to 
oreign parts, principally America. Of these, 
the Irish Kerry Blue easily heads the list, 
the second being the Red Setter, and the 
next the Red Irish Terrier. Most pecu- 
liarly, the Fox Terrier, which is an English 
dog, comes next. 

“The dog show held here on St. Patrick’s 
Day of each year is really the only one 
worth talking about in this country, and I 
would like to give you some figures, as iv- 
dicating the progress we have made as re- 
gards exhibits. The Irish Kennel Club was 
started in 1921 from an exceedingly small 
a, gn ! Erior to that all the dog shows 
and markets had been organised and arranged 
under the auspices of the English Kennel 
Club, and naturally they did not take as 
much interest in them as we do. In the 
seven years of our existence, taking the 
shows and anything that pertains to dogs, 
we have increased the number of exhibits by 
100 per cent.

I know, in my own experience, 
that a Mr. Carberry, who is one of the 

reatest authorities in the world on Irish 
Éetters, obtained írom the Maharajah of 
Patiala the sum of £500 for one of his 
dogs.”' 

“Is there,” asked our representative, ''any 
way by which sales of show dogs are carried 
on in Ireland?’ “ No,” said Mr. Quirk, 
“you see the club suffers from a disability, 
inasmuch as there are no premises which we 
can obtain for more than one day to enable 
sales to be conducted. This year, for the 
first time, we got permission from the Royal 
Dublin Society to hove a sale of greyhounds. 
In previous years there were only auctions 
that were not very successful. The truth is, 
you cannot have a big one-day show and a 
sale together. 

NEW DUBLIN HALL MOOTED. 

“In Belfast the reverse is the case. The 
Kennel Club there, which is now under the 
auspices of the English Kennel Club rules, 
et every possible facility from the Royal 

Ister Agricultural Show Committee to hold 
their shows for as many days as they re- 
quire, and any other requisite facilities for 
enlargement and development. 

“Here we cannot get these, but it is quite 
on the cards that a private company will be 
formed, with a view to building a large hall, 
centrally situated, that would be used for 
dances, Badminton, wireless, or other 
exhibitions, and even for concerts. 
Such a hall would be eminently 
suitable for the showing of dogs. Its esti- 
mated cost is about £15,000. fe may see 
the development of that idea in three or four 
years’ time. In such an event we expect to 
see a salering for dogs in connection with 
the Kennel Club Show. It is our aim to 
establish these formal sales. 

“I cannot give you any exact data as 
regards recent sales of pedigree dogs, but of 
those that we licensed for export the average 

rice would be in or about £40, and the 
bail prices were paid by buyers in the 
United States. Many of these sales are con- 
ducted privately, and the information does 
not come to us. Í do know that a very 
considerable sum was paid for the blue Kerry 
terrier Leinster Leader, bred by Mr. William 
O'Gorman—a figure that was not much under 
&£100. These dogs were in great vogue about 
eight years ago, and dozens of them must 
have found their way to America at very 
high prices. Unfortunately, however, among 
them was the wrong stuff, and the market 
fell through; but it is picking up again. 
STOLEN IN NEW YORK. 

Mr. J. Fottrell, whose speciality as a dog 
breeder is wolfhounds and Kerry blues, was 
equally enthusiastic about the improvement 
in the market for pedigree dogs. The Irish 
wolfhound, he said, again is coming strongly 
into favour, especially with England, by 
people who can keep and care such animals. 
The market for them at the moment is in a 
healthy condition. Rich people, like Mr. 
Rank, Mr. Nagle, Mr. Stranenger, Mrs. 
Hearst (wife of the American newspaper 
magnate) paid good prices for the animals 
they bought. It all depends on the quality. 
If it is good, as much as £100 is ol. with 
the average price for puppies £20. Kerry 
blues of good quality were fetching £20, and 
£5 for puppies, but the position at present 
is that one can sell really good animals. 
There is no market for bad ones. 

An American was over with him a few 
weeks ago, he said, and offered to buy one 
for £130, but eventually bought another for 
£80; and he knew that Mrs, Hearst paid 
£150 for a Kerry blue. Mrs. Bula,Croker 
paid £100, The dog Rebel, which cathe from 
Castleisland, was sold to two priests attached 
to the cathedral in New York. That dog 
won the championship at the show here three 
years ago. It was stolen in New York, and 
there has been no word of it since. Prices 
have fallen a bit, but as much as £25 can 
be obtained for good Kerries. i 

Mr. Fottrell told our representative that a 
friend of his, whom he met at the Bray show 
on Wednesday, had received an order for ten 
puppy Irish wolfhounds, some of which have 
not n born yet.

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WOLFHOUNDS IN |CORK COMMITTEE REFUSES! 


TO FUNCTION, 
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Our CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Thursday. 
The Southern Committee of Cork County 
Board of Health, at its first meeting to-day, 
elected Mr. T. Corcoran as chairman. Me 
Richard Daly was elected vice-chairman by 
a votes against three cast for Mr. Corry,

_ The members passed a resolution express- 
ing sympathy with the Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Cork and the relatives of Canon 
O'Leary. of Glounthaune, who died ‘on 
Wednesday. 

A letter was read from the Secretary of 
the County Board of Health defining the 
committee’s powers, duties and functions, as 
follows :— 

‘Considering all matters of public health 
and making! recommendations to make tem- 
porary provision in urgent matters connected 
with sanitation, water and lighting; to make 
lettings of labourers’ cottages subject to 
ratification by the Board; tenders for repairs 
to labourers’ cottages; sanitation. lighting, 


water. and “o institute proceedings when 
necessary for. recovery of possession of 
cottages.” 


The Chairman said that the County Board 
had taken out of the hands of the committee 
powers and functions that had been vested in 
them from the beginning. We are asked, he 
said, to sit hete all day, discharging heavy 
and onerous duties appertaining to the com- 
mittee, and then the following day the whole 
thing can be scrapped and thrown into the 
waste-paper basket. The old committee 
worked hard, and there were no complaints 
from any quarter as to the way in which they 
performed their work. In the first nlace, the 
committee has to deal with 3,660 labourers’ 
cottages, the greater number of which are 
badly in need of repairs. There are heavy 
arrears of rents outstanding in connection 
with them, and there was a good number of 
undesirable tenants whom the committee had | 


to replace. 
Mr. Mullins, T.D., supported the chair- 
man’s view, and proposed: ‘‘That we 


strongly protest against the unfair action of 
the County Board of Health in withdrawing 
the powers of letting labourers’ cottages con- 
ferred on this committee over three . years 
ago, and, to mark our disapproval, we hereby 
refuse to function until the said powers are 
restored.”’ 

Mr. Corrv seconded the motion. 

Mr. R. Daly said that the committee would 
be unwise to refuse to function. Whilet he 
agreed with the first vortion of Mr. Mullins’s 
resolution, marking disawproval of the action 
of the County Board of Health, he thoncht 
that the business, including urgent matters 
on the agenda. should not be postponed. 
The resolution wus passed, Mr. Daly 
dissenting.

Sweeping changes are proposed by the new 
Joint Committee of Management for improav- 
ing the service of the Clogher Valley 
Railway. 

The Committee, in a notice issued to the 
public, state that they have received the con- 
sent of their employés to an immediate all- 
round reduction in salaries and wages averag- 
ing 10 per cent. 

They propose to abolish first-class passenger 
fares, and make the present coaches more 
comfortable; to eliminate mixed goods and: 
passenger trains as far as possible, ensuring 
a faster passenger service, and to experiment 
with a more up-to-date form of locomotive 
tractor for speeding up trains. 

The Committee appeal to the public to 
support the railway instead of the rival

MR. VAN DER VEER. 


The Times regrets to announce that Mr. 
John Conrad Van Der Veer died suddenly 
yesterday at his residence, at Cricklewood, 
at the age of 59. He was formerly the London 
editor: of the Amsterdam T'elegraaf, and 
President of the Association of Foreign 
Journalists, and in these two capacities he 
played a considerable part both in English 
and in Dutch journalism, and came during 
the war into connection with The Times. 
Like the proprietor of his paper, Mr. Houdert, 
Mr. Van Der Veer sympathised strongly with 
the Allied cause, which he supported in tele- 
grams and articles. He undertook also much 
voluntary and unremunerated propaganda 
work in English working-class districts, de- 
livering over one hundred and fifty lectures 
at a time when the course of the war seemed 
to be running in favour of the enemy, and 
pacifist propaganda was making some head- 
way in the large industrial centres. Speaking 
as a Dutchman, Mr. Van Der Veer was able 
to put the case for the small nations of Europe, 
whose future depended upon an Allied vic- 
tory, more cogently than an English speaker 
could have done, and as a former Socialist 
of Tolstoyan views, to expose effectively the 
fallacies of pacifist doctrine. After the war 
Van Der Veer set the seal on his convictions by 
adopting British nationality. He continued his 
self-appointed task as propagandist by seek- 
ing to enlighten working-class audiences 
upon the true meaning of: Russian Com- 
munism. 

Throughout life he was a cheery idealist, 
gifted with and suffering from the Apostolic 
temeprament. As a young man he had taken 
en active part in the Dutch Labour move- 
ment, though he presently discarded Marxist 
Socialism and became a follower of Tolstoy.

sentative: in England, and was living in a 
small Essex village. There Van der Veer 
mounted a large new printing press in a 
cottage, and printed on it with his own 
hands, among other volumes, the first Russian 
edition of Tolstoy's last novel, “ Resurrec- 
fion”; «but: two years association with 
Tchertkoff and his little colony left Van der 
Veer a sadder and a wiser man. Left to his 
own resources, Van der Veer settled in Lon- 
don, and after two years he was appointed 
London Correspondent*of the Telegraaf, a 
position he held for more than twenty-two 
years. He contributed frequently to Scandi- 
navian, as well as to Dutch, newspapers and 
magazines, and rendered many an unobfru- 
sive service to English jourmals, including 
The Times. 

Bv his death international journalism loses 
a writer of strong and upright character and 
an engaging personality, which those who en- 
joved the privilege of his friendship will long 
hold in affectionate remembrance.

Records of Ulster. 


Northern Ireland leads the whole 
island in care for ancient monuments 
and Memorials. — It on Lough 
Neagh _ that, recent years, a 
primitive Irish monastery has been re- 
constructed, and it is the Northern Public 
Record Office which sets an admirable 
example in the publication of historical 
documents. In Murray street, Belfast, 
stands the office in which papers relative 
the history of Ulster are being 
collected. Already archives have been 
accumulated which will be. of priceless 
value to future generations. \A series of 
record publications has been projected, 
and the first stately volume has appeared 
—the Phillips MSS. relative to London- 
derry and the early history of the London 
Sir Thomas Phillips was a 
soldier who fought in the last stages of 
the war against the Earl of Tyrone. In 
1609 he reported to the London Corpora- 
tion on the prospects of the plantation 
that had been proposed by James I. As 
the plantation proceeded, however, he 
quarrelled with the Londoners. He had 
been appointed Governor of the County 
of Londonderry, and he reproved the 
methods of the London companies in the 
county as regards the wasting of the wood- 
lands and the toleration of the natives. 
A vehement dispute followed, wherein the 
Council in England and the King were

The Antarctic. 


It has been said that war teaches people 
geography, but the cost may be fearful. 
Within the past few years civil aviation 
has provided a more: pleasant and a much 
less expensive means of instruction in 
this branch of adult education. Until 
lately few people had studied the overland 
route to India, which had been an obsolete 
way since the days of old-time merchants 
with their caravans. Who had heard of 
Greenly Island before the success of the 
Bremen? Commander Byrd is about to 
undertake the exploration by air of the 
Antarctic Continent, and he may make 
additions to the slender stock of informa- 
tion which we possess already about that 
region of the earth’s surface. How many 
people know that the continent around the 
South Pole is larger than Europe, and is 
more elevated than any other large area 
on the globe? Approaching the Pole, this 
continent rises to about 11,000 feet. Con- 
sequently, it is very cold—much colder 
than the northern Polar region. — Pro- 
fessor Griffith Taylor, who was senior 
geologist on Captain Scott’s last expedi- 
tion, discusses in The Times the prospects 
of Commander Byrd’s expedition. He 
points out that aviators around the North 
Pole are not troubled greatly by the 
winds; “ but in the Antarctic, especially 
in winter; winds blow from a centre of 
high pressure at the Pole, “sach as are 
met nowhere in the world.” This is not 
a cheerful outlook for the aviator, but 
there are calm intervals during summer 
on “the Ross ice barrier,’’ where Com- 
mander Byrd is fixing his base. An aerial 
flight to the South Pole would ‘be a strik- 
ing achievement, but there are many por- 


tions of the Antarctic which are even less |

known to the map-maker than the district 


hear the Pole. Light may be thrown, by 


future researches in the far South, on 
changes of the world’s climate in late 
geological perjods. Commander Byrd has 
been influenced in his choice of a base by 
the. fact that the “Ross ice barrier ” is 
the only portion of the southern con- 
tinent where heavy aeroplanes can be 
landed in safety. 


Military Dress. 


The War Office, according to an un- 
official announcement, is about to intro- 
duce some important changes in the head- 
dress of the British Army. The fur 
bushy, which now is worn only by the 
Household troops and by the Royal 
Horse Artillery, will be adopted by all 
sections of the Royal Regiment of 
Artillery, as well as by the Corps of Royal 
Engineers. The shako will be substituted 
for the helmet in regimentg of the line. 
These regulations may not be enforced 
immediately throughout the Army because 
of the cost, which would be ever a million 
pounds ; but their effect soon will become 
apparent on ceremonial occasions. The 
tendency to make armies more ornate, 
which has become noticeable recently, is 
a good thing. It is not war, but it is 
magnificent. To-day the attention of the 
whole world is concentrated on the “ out- 
lawing ” of war, but mankind still likes 
pomp and pageantry. A regiment on 
parade in full dress, attired in the busby, 
is an imposing spectacle. It turns the 
mind, not to nightmare wars’ of the 
future, with their poison-gas and com- 
plete lack of romance, but to Frederick 
the Great’s father, with his giant 
grenadiers ; to the Peninsular campaign, 
to the Crimea and the famous charge, 
where, though someone may have blun- 
dered, the soldiers. looked extremely 
picturesque in sabres, busbies and 
whiskers. Although we may be a long 
way from the complete abolition of 
armies, this insistence on the spectacular, 
rather than on the “ horrid,’’ aspect oí 
war is reassuring. The revival of the 
shako, which already is the head-dress of 
the Scottish Rifles and of the Highland 
Light Infantry, will add another touch of 
variety to military parades and cere- 
monies. Formerly it was worn by the 
majority of British regiments, but in 
recont years it had falleh into disuse.

GODS.

THE BROKEN MIRROR OF 
DEATH, 


From A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


OXFORD, Thureday. 
An emperor's task in the forbidden City of 
Peking must have been one of the hardest 
in the world. Wherever he looked, even if it 
were but into his mirror, he was confronted 
with symbols, generally in the form of strange 
dragons, urging him to rule wisely, as he- 
came a Son of Heaven. 3 
Mas. Ayscough to-day told the Interna- 


| tional Congress of Orientalists, at Oxford, 


that there seemed to be only one apartment 
whére that poor man, the Emperor, could 
go without meeting warning signs. Among 
the symhols was the mirror of conjugal happi- 
ness, which was: meant to signify the circle 
of eternity. A glance in it was supposed to 
reveal what was in a person’s heart. A 
“ broken mirror ” meant that the circle was 
broken, and that. husband or wife was dead. 

Professor A. Fischer, speaking on Christian 
monastic institutions in Moslem lands, said 
that they aroused an appreciation of art. but 
also stimulated debauchery and drunkenness. 
In a convent or monastery the Arab visitor 
caw paintings and sculpture, but the monks 
were free from the Islamic prohibitions of 
wine, and so the cloisters became a mere 
tavern or cabaret for the licentiously-m- 
inclined. 

EVIL SPIRITS AND WITCHES. 

Evil spirits appear to patrol the regions of 
Gilgit as systematically as policemen on their 
heat, according to a paper by Lieutenant- 
Colonel D. L. R. Lorimer. One, for instance, 
is usually to be found at the Public Works 
Department, and another about the garden 
of the Political Agency Office. 

Witches, with an appetite for human flesh, 
are most prominent. They are quick-change 
artists, in a sense, and can appear as donkeys, 
magpies, or as ordinary women in the twink- 
ling of an eye. They seize their victim, fly with 
him through the air to a meeting place where 
he is slaughtered, and pieces of him are 
passed round to the other witches. It seems 
that the members of this little band of the 
darker region take it in turn to provide the 
feast. As broom-sticks are unknown, these 
witches fly on boxes or spinning wheels. The 
natives believe that although the victim's 
visible body remains at home, apparently un- 
affected, yet, when he has been bewitched, 
he soon falls ill and dies. 

An Indian night watchman relates how he 
awoke one night and found a horse sitting 
beside him. Presently it turned into a 
donkey, and then into a bull, but when the 
necessary prayer was repeated it vanishel. 

Another kind of ‘* god ” was a Boyo, wich, 
as it resembled a puppy, might more cor- 
rectly have been called a bow-wow. ‘These 
lived always at the foot of trees or rocks, 
and offerings of food placed in front of hem 
were much appreciated.

At Luton toilet sets have been found 
closely resembling those at Ur, including the 
ear-pick. The date of this was early sixth 
century. He suggested that there was a 
possible connection between them and the 
other toilet set separated by four thousand 
years. The intervening link must be dis- 
covered. 

This theory, however, was disputed in the 
course of the discussior. 

Regret was expressed at the abandonment 
of a lecture on Arabia. It was explained that 
the “red tape’’ of the Customs authorities 
forbade the free entry of a film, without 
which the Jecture was impossible.
